Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
said that since this term of 
council began, the public 
has had a poor perception 
of what takes place in the 
council chambers. 

"It's been two years of 
what would appear to be 
discourse," said Hill. 

He said attacking one 
another at public events, at 
council meetings or in the 
media serves no purpose 
and sheds a dim light on 
the community. 

"What we have to be 
doing and what we are 
charged with the responsi¬ 
bility of doing, is serving 
the residents of Fort Erie." 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
congratulated Steckley for 
his recommendation, show¬ 
ing support for it. 

But in his opinion, coun¬ 
cil will only start to operate 
more effectively as a uni¬ 
fied group if there is more 
disclosure of what some 
councillors' intentions are 
on important decisions. 

"In my opinion, there are 
too many hidden agendas," 
said Shular. 

Ward 6 Coun. Paul 
Collard pictured being a 
local politician in a com¬ 
munity he cares deeply 
about to be a lot different, 
before he was elected for a 
first term in October 2010. 

"It wasn't supposed to be 
like this," said Collard. 

He supported the recom¬ 
mendation through his 
vote, but is wary it has "no 
teeth" and cautioned that 
criticism between his col¬ 
leagues on council and in 
the public realm will never

"That's my biggest fear, 
it's been like this for two 
years," said Collard. 

"To say we must all get 
along is a massive under¬ 
statement," he added. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero referred to the 
operational review, that 
council spent slightly over 
$91,000 on last year. 

"It told us the biggest 
problem we have in Fort 
Erie is us," said Passero. 

In the Feb.2 edition of the 
Fort Erie Times, councillors 
Collard, Lubberts, Hill and 
Steckley authored a letter, 
reassuring their support for 
the Canadian Motor 
Speedway project. 

Passero said that if the 
suggestion that there is a 
4-3 divide on council, sub¬ 
mitting a letter without all 
seven councillors' names 
on it, was not a way to con¬ 
vey that message. 

"I could see how some 
people could get that 
impression," said Passero. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts is not optimistic 
that the insults and innuen¬ 
dos on social media will 


stop either. 

"This is not something 
that is going to happen 
overnight," said Lubberts, 
pointing out that the two 
budgets this council has 
completed resulted in 4.1 
and 4.3 per cent increases 
to the general levy. 


"Sounds wonderful," said 
Mayor Doug Martin when 
he addressed the topic. 

But signing up to become 
an elected official requires 
having to earn the support 
of your constituents and if 
people don't like what you 
have voted for, then they 


are going to let you know, 

Martin also said it's one 
thing to say that the last two 
years of council have pro¬ 
duced more positive than 
negative results, opposed 
to having evidence that 
supports that statement. 


"It's the actions taken by 
this council that have spo¬ 
ken a lot louder than those 
words," said Martin. 

The mayor voted in 
favour of the recommenda¬ 
tion and said he hopes to 
see a noticeable change 
around the table.

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New high school being 
proposed to board

It's possible that a brand- 
new local high school will 
be built in the near future. 

At an Accommodation 
Review Committee (ARC) 
meeting last week, the Town 
of Fort Erie proposed its 
idea to close both Fort Erie 
Secondary School (FESS) 
and Ridgeway-Crystal 
Beach High School 
(RCBHS). 

This would result in the 
construction of a new facil¬ 
ity within the Municipal 
Centre, adjacent to Town 
Hall, the Leisureplex and 
the YMCA. 

The idea was pitched last 
week by Ward 4 Coun. John 
Hill and Ward 1 Coun. 
Stephen Passero, who rep¬ 
resent the areas where FESS 
and RCBHS sit today. 

The ARC committee 
began its deliberations last 
year, addressing the fact 
that both local high schools, 
along with Port Colborne 
High School are aging facili¬ 
ties that are too large for the 


"We want to have a fit 
that's going to be beneficial 
for Fort Erie," said Hill. 

Both FESS and RCBHS 
currently have a high popu¬ 
lation of students who arrive 
to classes by bus or live out 
of boundary. 

Over 53 per cent of the 
student body at FESS fits 
into this category and 76 


per cent do from RCBHS. 

Hill said a new facility in 
this location would address 
the length of time students 
take to arrive. 

"We want to limit the 
amount of time a student is 
in transit to school," said 
Hill. 

Passero said this isn't a 
political issue and hopes it 
is embraced and welcomed 
by the community. 

Port Colborne High 
School is no longer part of 
the same plan and will be 
considered during a future 
ARC process. 

"It doesn't pit municipal¬ 
ity versus municipality. That 
doesn't help anybody," said 
Passero. 

He referred to it as a local 
solution and although the 
new school would need to 
be approved by the District 
School Board of Niagara, it's 
important to get the ball 

"We want to start the con¬ 
versation now and get a 
unified front amongst the 
community." 

At the meeting last week, 
Passero said the committee 
heard concern and opti¬ 
mism for the direction pro¬ 
posed by the municipality. 

"You heard emotion come 
from the meeting, but the 
other thing you heard is 
optimism for a bright future 
and a new facility," he said. 

About 80 parents and stu¬ 
dents gathered at RCBHS 
for the meeting. 


In the end, Passero said, 
it seemed most in atten¬ 
dance agreed the accom¬ 
modation review and the 
potential closure of two 
historic high schools is a 
tough decision, but neces- 

"They recognize each 
school is lacking in some 

Hill said a new school 
would see a large benefit 
from the YMCA, Ferndale 
Park, Town Hall and the 
Leisureplex being so close. 

"It can leverage all the 
amenities that would sur¬ 
round it," he said. 

"It's an opportunity for 
the community to come 
together on a common proj- 

The proposed location 
would require acquisition 
of private lands and acting 
chief administrative officer 
Ron Tripp said dialogue has 
already begun and support 
is there from the property's 

Mayor Doug Martin, a 
proud RCBHS Blue Devil 
alumni, said now is not the 
time for critics of the project 
to stroll down memory lane 
and use their time spent at 
either school many years 
ago as a reason why this 
project should not happen. 

"Times have changed. It's 
not about who went to the 
school in the past...this is 
about what is going to hap¬ 
pen for the students in the 
system now," said Martin.

ing.

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Region wants to cut down on smoking in public places

The Region wants to 
crack down on smoking in 
public places, including 
parks, playgrounds, sports 
fields, splash pads, bus 
shelters and beaches, and 
is asking for municipal sup¬ 
port. 

Gillian McDonald, 
Niagara Region's health 
promoter for chronic dis¬ 
ease and injury prevention, 


and Maria Brigantino, 
regional manager for 
chronic disease and injury 
prevention have been going 
around to municipalities 
explaining the proposed 
changes to the regional no¬ 
smoking bylaw. 

The regional legislation 
would go beyond the pro¬ 
vincial no-smoking act. 

In a November Regional 
report, a call for smoke-free 
outdoor spaces was pre¬ 
sented to Regional council. 
The report recommended a 


regional bylaw to prohibit 
outdoor smoking on all 
regionally and municipally 
owned properties. The- 
report and its recommen¬ 
dations were endorsed by 
Regional Council. 

There are several bene¬ 
fits to smoke-free outdoor 
spaces, including safer and 
healthier communities, 
protection of residents 
from the harmful effects of 
second-hand smoke, pro¬ 
viding a positive role mod¬ 
eling for youth and decreas¬ 


ing the chances that youth 
will start to smoke, coun¬ 
cillors heard. The smoke- 
free legislation would also 
reduce litter and pollution 
from discarded cigarette 
butts, and would encour¬ 
age smokers to quit or cut 

“Smoking continues to 
be the Number 1 killer of 
people in Ontario," said 
McDonald. 

Provincial legislation 
protects children by pro¬ 
hibiting smoking outdoors 


on properties that contain 
day nurseries, elementary 
and high schools, but 
doesn't apply to high-use 
areas such as parks and 
playgrounds. 

Provincial legislation 
specifies that smoking is 
not permitted anywhere on 
school property, is prohib¬ 
ited within nine metres of 
hospitals and long-term 
care facilities and on patios 
which have a roof or an 
overhang. 

A survey conducted by 
the Niagara Region Public 
Health between May and 
June last year indicated 
overwhelming support for 
a move to toughen bylaws. 

A total of 1,907 Niagara 
residents participated in 
the survey and included 
both smokers and non- 
smokers, the health depart¬ 
ment report says. 

The key findings of the 
study were that 88 per cent 


of Niagara residents sup¬ 
port a bylaw restricting 
smoking in outdoor public 
settings. In addition 94 per 
cent of visitors to the 
Niagara region support a 
bylaw that restricts smok¬ 
ing in outdoor public set¬ 
tings. 

Ninety per cent of Niagara 
residents support the 
Niagara Falls bylaw to some 
extent, which prohibits 
smoking in all city-owned 
parks, recreational facili¬ 
ties, bus shelters and 
entrances to city-owned 
buildings, and 85 per cent 
of Niagara residents agree 
that restricting smoking in 
outdoor settings is good for 
the health of their commu¬ 
nity. 

Enforcement would be 
based on an educate, warn 
and enforce model.

The educational phase 
would occur during the first 
year of implementation, fol¬ 
lowed by tickets issued in 
2014. 

The recommended fine for 
not complying with the bylaw 
is $250 with applicable court 
fees, total payable fine being 
$305. The proposed imple¬ 
mentation date is May 31, 
2013. 

Currently there are five 
enforcement officers that 
cover 12 municipalities, but 
McDonald said Town bylaw 
officers would also have the 
authority to issue fines. 

"Our hope is that people 


will comply to the bylaw,” she 
said. 

Typically, they see a trend 
of “hot spots” where the 
bylaw is broken, but 
McDonald said as education 
increases they will see a 
decrease in the number of 
tickets being issued. 

The next steps for the

A resident in a townhouse 
complex where Tyrone 
Johnston fell in a hail of bul¬ 
lets was initially reluctant to 


speak with police because 
he didn't trust law enforce¬ 
ment and he was in fear for 
his family, court heard 
Monday. 

"I come from an environ¬ 
ment where we don't really 
trust the police," said 


Nigerian-born Ike Ume. 

"Nigerian police are very 
corrupt. You don't hang 
around and you don’t get 
involved." 

When he refused to tell 
Niagara Regional Police 
everything he knew about 


the matter, Ume said he was 
arrested and charged with 
obstruction of justice. 

"I have never been in jail 
in my life," the 42-year-old 
said in Welland Superior 
Court. 

The charge was subse- 


quendy dismissed. 

During his seven-day pris¬ 
on stay, court was told, the 
words "You're going to die," 
were carved into his front 

"I didn't know who to 
trust," he said, adding he 


believed Johnston was a 
member of a street gang. "I 
didn't care about myself but 
my family was my concern."

Johnston, 32, died in October 2009 after 
being shot three times. 

Robert Hope, 26, of Fort Erie, has plead¬ 
ed not guilty to first-degree murder and 
using a firearm to commit an indictable 
offence. 

Court was told Ume and his wife hosted 
a birthday party at their unit on Oct. 4, 
2009 to celebrate their daughter's third 
birthday. 

Among the 30-plus guests were 
Johnston, who also lived at the same com¬ 
plex, and Hope, whose sister also lived in 
the complex. 

He testified Johnston was under the 
influence of alcohol and angry at another 
guest at the party. 

"Tyrone was making some comments 
that weren't nice ones," he told assistant 
Crown attorney Bob Mahler. 

"He was lamenting, saying there were 
certain people who shouldn't be here. He 
said you can't have bad people amongst 
good people." 

He said Johnston left but returned a 
short time later and became involved in a 
verbal disagreement with Dorivaldo 
Decastro, who was dating Hope's sister at 
the time. 

"Tyrone's voice was getting louder,” he 
said. "I have no idea what he was upset 

Ume said he was relieved when Johnston 
left the party. 

"Every word you could say when you're 
mad came out of this guy's mouth." 

"This is why you don't invite black peo¬ 
ple to your parties," said Ume, who is also 
black. 

Ten minutes later, court heard, Ume was 
inside his house when he heard a child 
screaming. 

He ran outside and saw a young girl, 
Johnston's girlfriend's younger sister, run¬ 
ning towards his house. 

"She was screaming and crying and say¬ 
ing, 'they shot him...they shot him."' 

He also spotted Decastro and Hope run¬ 
ning from the complex. 

Defence council Deborah Loft pointed 
to several inconsistencies between Ume's 
testimony and his original statement to 

Ume said his initial statement to police 
was limited because he didn't really want 
to get involved in a murder investigation. 

"I responded the best way I knew how to 
protect my family."

Niagara's manufacturing 
sector gained 3,600 jobs in 
2012, Niagara Region's eco¬ 
nomic development direc¬ 
tor said Thursday as she 
laid out a two-year growth 
road map for regional coun¬ 
cil. 

Diane Simsovic told 
councillors the job gains, 
recorded by Statistics 


Canada between December 
2011 and December 2012, 
represented part of about 
21,000 jobs in Niagara's 
manufacturing sector. That 
slice of the economy will be 
one of four the Region is 
eyeing in its road map to 


2015. 

The draft report was 
council's first peek at where 
the Region's revamped eco¬ 
nomic development hopes 
to steer Niagara's econo- 

"It really does represent 


what we hope to implement 
and what we want to imple¬ 
ment in the next couple of 
years, and what we really 
hope will get some results 
in a short period of time," 
Simsovic told councillors. 

Manufacturing was one 
of the hardest-hit sectors 
when the economy crashed 
in 2008. But Simsovic iden¬ 
tified it as one of the 
strengths Niagara still has. 

The Region, she said, will 
focus on manufacturing, 
agricultural business, tour¬ 
ism and logistics as it looks 
to bolster its economic 
strength. She outlined a 
series of steps taken by the 
new internal economic 
development agency, each 
with measurable perfor¬ 


mance goals. 

"We want to be seen as a 
magnet for talent and cre¬ 
ativity," she said. 

She said the Region is 
also targeting a major floral 
event, Flora Niagara, for 
2017. 

That, she said, is part of 
an effort to bring globally 
significant big events here. 

"A floral event could have 
other events around it," she 
said. 

Manufacturing is begin¬ 
ning to creep back into St. 
Catharines, said Mayor 
Brian McMullan. 

"It is starting, particularly 
in some of the smaller man¬ 
ufacturers," he said. Some 
of the numbers, he said, 
could likely be attributed to 


General Motors recalling 
workers to put together 
their new transmissions. 

"We know it's not going 
to be the large manufactur¬ 
ers where the job growth is 
going to be," he said. "We 
know it's going to be in the 
small and medium-sized 
businesses." 

He said that's not jobs on 
the scale of GM, but it also 
gives Niagara a more stable 
economic base. 

Overall, he said, the 
report strikes a good tone, 
one he said he's satisfied 

"Some could say there's 
probably not a lot new. At 
the same time, the approach 
is different," McMullan 
said. "It's refreshing." 
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Police uncover small marijuana grow operation in Stevensville

The Niagara Regional 
Police (NRP) uncovered a 
marijuana grow operation 
in Stevensville last week. 

About 40 plants in early 
stages of development were 
found at an address on 
Black Creek Road and dis¬ 
trict no. 5 staff sergeant 
Dave Hunter says no charg¬ 
es have been laid, because 
there is not enough evi¬ 


dence to determine who is 
responsible for the opera- 

"You still have to be able 
to prove ownership of what 
was in the basement," said 

Police say the owner of 
the home is not responsible 
for the marijuana plants 
that were found in a 'seed¬ 
ling' stage, in the residen¬ 
tial neighbourhood. 

"That person hadn't been 
at the home for a while," 
said Hunter. 


When police uncover 
marijuana growing opera¬ 
tions and complete their 
investigation, other author¬ 
ities such as the fire depart¬ 
ment are called in to take 

Hydro, electrical and 
other utilities need to be 
examined for safety rea¬ 
sons. The property also 
needs to be flagged for 
potential future buyers or 
tenants. 

"It has to be declared, 
that it was used as a mari¬ 


juana grow-op," said 

On the front windows of 
the home, unsafe building 
and electrical safety orders 
have been posted. 

The NRP is in the process 
of getting the region's 12 
municipalities to become 
part of an agreement that 
would address the protocol 
taken after police bust grow 
operations. 

A handful of municipali¬ 
ties such as Port Colborne, 
St. Catharines, Thorold and 


Niagara-on-the-Lake have 
already signed on, but the 
Town of Fort Erie has not at 
this point. 

Fort Erie's fire chief Larry 
Coplen said the agreement 
would not change anything 
and that the procedures 
written in the agreement 
are currently being fol¬ 
lowed locally. 

"What's in the agree¬ 
ment, is a formalization of 
what we're already doing 
now," said Coplen. 

He said that in cases of 


grow operations, mold can 
be a problem that needs to 
be cleaned up and often 
property owners will think 
that covering it with a coat 
of paint is a remedy. 

The fire department, 
along with the power com¬ 
pany also needs to address 
possible electrical issues 
on the property. 

"It's all safety issues we 
look for." 

Coplen said a report on 
this issue will be brought to 
council in the near future.

It is every parent’s 
worst nightmare to learn 
that their child has can- 

That nightmare become 
a reality for Craig and 
Chantal Vanderklei in 
late December 2008, 
when they learned that 
their three and a half year 
old daughter, Alivia was 
diagnosed with neuro¬ 
blastoma cancer, stage 
four. 

They spent the majority 
of their time over the next 
year and a half at 
McMaster’s Hospital in 
Hamilton, while she 
underwent extensive che¬ 
motherapy, radiations 
and surgeries. 

In 2009, Alivia under¬ 
went three major surger¬ 
ies, seven cycles of che¬ 
motherapy and 60 radia¬ 
tion treatments. She lost 
her battle with cancer 
March 19, 2010 at the age 
of four and a half. 

Following the loss of 
their daughter the 
Vanderklei’s were moti¬ 
vated to start Alivia’s 
Rainbows, which raises 
money and supports the 
families that are going 
through the same battle. 

“There’s no govern¬ 


ment funding to help 
with costs. McMaster in 
Hamilton is Niagara’s 
children’s hospital and 
not many people know 
that. You’re spending a 
lot of time traveling, and 
staying there,” said Craig. 

"Most parents take time 
off of work to focus on 
their children and for 
some that’s a huge finan¬ 
cial burden,” he said. 

The staggering long¬ 
term cost of fuel and 
travel to Hamilton daily, 
including parking, food, 
and loss of income can 
be stressful and a burden 
to families who cannot 
afford it. 

“We want to help to 
make that burden less for 
people, it’s a time they 
should be focusing on 
their child, not worrying 
about money,” he said.
